The  American  bishops  at  E  me  deny 
that  a- y  agrcment  has  been  arrived  at 
concerniog  the  attitude  of  the  (.'4tholic 
clergy  in  theloited  SUtcs  toward  Feniacism. 
The  American  bishops  state  that  neither  at 
tbe  Propaganda  cynf.Tence  nor  at  the  Vat- 
ican have  they  had  any  agreement  or  dis- 
cussion in  any  manner  connected  with 
Fenianism.  BefoiV  the  bishops  left.  Amer- 
ica it  was  .'i_'reed  between  them  that  this 
topic  (FeniB'iism)  in  particular  and  pol- 
itical matters  in  general  were  not  to  be  im- 
jiorted  into  tlieir  mission.  The  chief  r,rt^- 
late,  ArcbSisnop  Gibbons,  declared:  -'To 
this  policy  we  hope  to  adhere  consistently 
oa  all  occasions,  at  home  or  abroad.  Our 
sympa'hies  in  national  movements  and  our 
duties  iu  churcti  administration  should  not 
be  con'ot'.oded,  and  ;tbove  all  should  not  b<; 
misrepresented.'' 

Rome  Cable:  The  American  bishops  have 
agreed  npon  the  following  ijoiots:  First— 
The  bishops  are  to  erganiza  their  semit- 
aries  according  to  the  principil  established 
by  tbe  counsel  of  Treat.  S  cond— Parocb- 
id  schools  are  to  be  established,  and  in  do- 
ing so  the  prin:iple8of  the  first  period  of 
th»  middle  ages  are  to  be  borne  in  mind. 
Third — Commissioners  are  to  be  appointed 
for  thendministrationof  ecclesiasticil  prop- 
erty. Fourth — For  tbe  nomination  of  cu- 
rates the  systeri  ordained  in  France  is  ta  be 
adopted,  with  the  exception,  of  course,  of 
the  co-operation  ef  the  state.  Fifth  -A  sys- 
tem of  legislation  is  to  be  decided  upon  for 
religious  marriages.  Such  are  the  chief 
resolutions  the'  have  been  "idoptad  by  .'on'- 
mon  accord.

HOUSE  AND  FARM. 

Farming  Brevities. 
Mr.  L.  D.  (iieason,  Keedsburp,  Wi?., 
haa  ^gathered  this  fall  fifty  bushels  of 
black  lyalnuts  from  a  ntimbef  of  trees 
;:iaiiled  on  his  farm  ten  years  ago.  Par'c 
ol  the  cxL,p  found  ready  market  tor  seed. 

Catarrh  is  of  various  kinds.  The  ordi- 
nary disea.se,  which  is  mertdy  a  temjio- 
rary  inHammation  tind  irritation  of  the 
mucons  membrane  arising  from  a  cold,  is 
not  contagious  and  miy  be  eaoily  cured. 
But  there  is  a  chronic  state  of  this  dis- 
order which  is  difficult  to  cure,  and 
which  is  certainly  contagious.  It  has 
some  points  of  resemblance  10  the  dis- 
ease known  as  glanders,  and  eventually 
runs  into  consumption  of  the  lungs  as 
this  does,  as  well  as  fatal  blood-poi- 
soning. 

Mr.  B.  F.  Johnson,  who  has  carefully 
investisated  tlie  question  of  sweets  from 
Northern  cane  gives,  in  the  Prnirie 
Farmer,  a  good  summoning  iipofthr 
outlook  wbicli  he  Fays  is  encouraging 
enouj;h  to  warrant  the  belief  that  lor  a 
certain  belt  of  country,  not  now  easy  to 
define,  the  manufaclure  ol  eujar  and 
svrup  from  sorglium  will, in  time  grow 
into  great  industry. 

The  American  Cultivator  remarks 
tHat  lice  on  hogs  or  pi.'S  are  generally 
an  indication  that  the  animals  are  not 
in  a  healthy,  thrifty  conditiDn.  The  lice 
tan  easily  be  killed  by  washing  the  ani- 
mals thoroughly  witii  St  ong,  warm  soap- 
suds, to  which  carbolic  acid  has  been 
added  in  the  proportion  of  two  ounces 
of  the  strongest  solution  of  crystals  to  a 
gallon  of  w.iter  or  suds.  A  single  appli- 
cation will  generally  prove  effective,  but 
if  not,  repeat  in  one  week. 

A  heifer,  after  her  first  calf,  sometimes 
fails  to  breed  ajgain  lor  some  months, 
and  some,  although  in  breeding  con- 
dition, exhibit  veiy  obscure  indications 
of  it,  which  are  thus  unotiserved.  In 
the  former  case  five  grains  of  powdered 
Spaiiisli  tly  luny  'e  given  liaily  for  a 
veek  and  repeated  after  an  interval  of 
two  or  three  weeks.  In  tlio  latter  case 
the  heifer  should  run  with  a  bull  and  a 
closw  watch  should  be  sept  upon  her. 
If  she  has  been  in  company  with  a  bull 
at  any  tune  she  mav  be  in  calf  and  the 
fact  be  unknown.  This  -bould  be  looked 
to  before  tli«  medicine  is  given,  or  it 
may  do  mi.schief.

— A  Boston  Papjtr. 
0.\T  CvKR-. — In  oiakiag  oat  cakes  it  is 
best  only  to  mix  suHicient  oatmeal  and 
water  for  making  tbem  one  at  a  time,  as 
the  paste  so  quickly  dries.  Moi-sten  a 
couple  of  tablespoon fuls  of  oatmeal,  in 
which  has  1  pen  mixed  a  pinch  of  salt, 
with  a  little  cobl  water  to  the  consist- 
ency of  dough,  kiieail  it  a  little,  and  roll 
it  otit  as  thin  as  possible  on  a  pasteboard 
sprinkling  meal  pleiitifally  above  and 
below  it.  At  once  remove  it  with  as  ice 
to  the  liakestone,  which  should  be  al- 
ready beated,  and  over  a  clear  fire  bake 
It  on  both  sides,  turning  it  with  a  slice 
♦•arefully  to  pievi  nt  it  from  crackinir. 
When  first  done  they  are  quite  soft,  but 
as  each  is  baked  it  shoubl  be  removed 
to  a  dish  standing  in  front  of  the  fire, 
where  it  will  quickly  become  hard  aiid 
crisp. 

Stiffed  BKEtvri;.\K. — Take  a  cutting  of 
round  steak,  pound  it  well,  season  with 
salt  antl  pepper,  then  spieae'  over  it  a 
nice  ilressing  of  bread  crumbs  .seasoned 
withthj'iiie  aed  parsley,  sage  and  pep- 
per, roll  ui>  and  tie  closely,  put  in  a  kettle 
with  a  qU'irt  of  l)oiling  water  and  boil 
blowly  an  hour;  then  put  it  in  the  drip- 
ping pan  with  the  water  in  which  it  was 
boiled  and  tiake  till  it  is  a  nice  brown, 
basting  it  frequently.  Make  gravy  of  the 
drippings.  \n  i'ferior  piece  of  meat 
cooked  after  this  method  may  be  made 
very  savory  and  palaUible. 

i>ii<>ini;NiN<;. — The  fat  bits  of  beef,  mut- 
ton and  pork  carefully  saved  every  day 
and  tried  out  make  an  excel  lent  substitute 
for  lard  and  butter  in  cooking.  A  thrifty 
English  butcher  once  said  to  his  "boy," 
"Thomas,  please  pick  up  that  nice  bit  of 
mutton  fat  Irom  the  lloor.tlie  sheep 
stooped  a  great  many  times  before  he 
picked  it  up." — From  E.  S.  R. 

Ponltry-yara  Krrors. 

Many  errors  are  liable  to  occur  with 
beginners  at  poultry,  for  even  the  veter- 
ans are  not  free  from  mistakes  at  times. 
In  selecting  the  breed  a  large  majority 
pay  greater  regard  to  color  ami  shape 
than  to  more  desirable  •lualities.  It  is 
well  to  know  that  the  characteristics  ot 
the  breeds  should  be  understood  if  no 
mistakes  are  to  occur.  But,  alter  a 
breeder  has  breoma  perfectly  familiar 
with  all  that  pertains  to  bia  choice  of 
Iowls,tlie  common  routine  of  the  poultry 
yard  next  requiresattention.  riie  times 
of  feeding  should  be  regular,  certain 
honrs  being  fixed  upon  for  that  purpose, 
but  there  are  very  few  who  systematical- 
ly feed  their  fowls.  Water  should  be 
kept  in  the  presence  of  poultry  at  all 
times,  and  it  should  not  only  be  clean 
and  Dure,  but  fresh,  and  yet  this  im- 
portant matter  is  over-looked  by  many. 
Warmtii  in  winter  is  very  essential  to 
laying,  being  as  importatit  as  a 
full  supply  of  feed,  but  every  fowl  bouse 
ia  not  warm  and  com  ortable.  The  pre- 
vention of  dampness  in  the  bouse  avoids 
roup,  which  is  a  terrible  scourge  in  a 
Hock,  but  the  small  leaks  here  and  there 
are  not  regarded  as  dangerous  matters 
by  tne  average  breeders.  Even  the 
lieiitbt  of  the  roosts  and  the  construc- 
tion of  nests  have  more  or  less  tendency 
to  all't'Ct  tlie  profits  from  poultry  than 
many  may  suppose,  lor  high  roosts  cause 
delornied  feet,  and  poor  nests  will  not 
be  occupied  by  ilie  hens  if  they  can  get 
better  places  in  wliicli  to  lay.  f  hese 
things  are  seemingly  small  niaiters,  which 
are  usually  overlooked,  buttney  are  im- 
portant to' success.  Why  poultry  should 
be  expecLed  to  prove  profitable  with- 
out care  more  than  other  stock  is  what 
we  do  not  understand,  and  the  fact  that 
a  profit  is  derived  from  a  Hock  that  has 
been  overlooked  is  strong  proof  that 
poultry  raising  can  be  made  to  pay  well 
when  condtic  ed  by  thougiitful,  atten- 
tive persons.  It  is'  the  small  matters 
that  should  receive  the  most  careful  at 
teuton,  as  the  observance  of  method 
and   system  is  sure  to  prove  beneficial 

t  all  times.— Farm  and  Garden. 


sites  indispensable  in  order  to  attain 
the  best  results.  Free  exposure  to  aif 
is  one  requisite  for  the  development  of 
flavor.  Curd  sealed  up  in  an  air-tight 
vessel  and  kept  at  the  proper  tempera- 
ture, readily  breaks  down  intiasolt, 
rich,  ripe  cheese,  but  it  has  none  of  the 
"avc^r  Co  ttii'ch  osieetr-ed  Jn  a  gcqd 
cheese.  Exposure  to  the  oxygen  of  th'- 
air  develops  flavor.  The  cheese  during 
the  process  ot  curing  takes  in  oxygen" 
and  gives  oil  carbonic  acid  gas.  This 
fact  was  proved  by  Dr.  8.  E.  Balntock,  of 
Cornell  University,  who  by  analyzing 
the  air  passing  over  cheese  while  curing, 
(ound  that  the  cheese  was  consbontly 
taking  in  oxvcen  and  giving  08  carbonic 
acid  gas.  The  derelopment  of  flavor 
can  be  ha.stened  by  subjecting  the 
cheese  to  a  strong  current  of  air.  The 
flavor  18  developed  by  the  process  of  ox- 
idation. If  the  cheese  is  kept  in  too 
close  air  during  the  process  of  curing,  it 
will  be  likely  to  be  deficient  in  flavor." 
Proper  ventilation  seems  to  be  wholly 
ignored  iu  American  curing  houses,  but 
especially  looked  after  by  foreign 
cbeesemakers,  especially  in  the  curing 
of  fine  cheese.

Curing  Cheese. 

From  the  Prairie  Farmer. 

The  curing  of  cheese  dev  'o''?  not 
only  flavor  but  texture  and  digestibility. 
As  a  rule,  no  American  cheese  is  well 
cured,  and  this  is  for  want  of  suitable 
e'uring  houses.  Dr.  U.  Reyno  ds,  of 
Livermore  Falls,  Me.,  remarKs  upon 
this  subject  as  follows: 

"Increased  attention  needs  to  be  given 
by  cheese-makers  to  this  matter  of  cur- 
ing cheese.  Cheese  factories  should  be 
provided  with  tui'able  curing  rooms, 
where  a  uniform  tempeniture  of  the  re- 
quired degree  can  be  maintained  to- 
gether with  n  suitable  degree  cf  mois- 
ture and  suflicient  supply  oi  fresh  air. 
The  expense  required  to  provide  a  suit- 
able curing-room  would  be  small  com- 
pared to  the  increased  value  ol  the 
chee.se  product  thereby  secured.  Small 
dairvmen  and  farmers,  having  only  a 
few  'cows,  lab-r  under  some  difllcuKies 
in  the  way  of  providing  a  suitable  cur- 
ing room  lor  their  cheese.  Yet  if  they 
have  a  cjear  idea  of  what  a  curing  room 
should  I.e.  they  will  generally  be  able 
to  provide  something  which  will  ap- 
pro.\imate  to  what  is  needed.  Good  cur- 
ing roomsare  absolutely  needed  in  order 
to  enable  our  cheese-  makers  to  produce  a 
really  tine  article  of  cheese.  'The  nicer 
the  qualitv  of  cheese  produced  tho 
higher  the  price  it  will  bring,  and  the 
more  desirable  will  it  become  as  an  arti- 
etJe  of  food.

We  read  once  in  a  while 
of  a  wonderful  piece  of  cabinet  or  mosa- 
ic work  containing  U',  20,  or  -Vi.i'liX) 
pieces,  the  maker  of  v.hich  has  spent 
months  or  even  years  of  labor  in  pro- 
ducing It;  and  the  people  go  to  see  it  as 
a  curio.sitv.

A  tali,  elderly  man,  with  a  round, 
pleasant  face,  look  from  the  marble 
mantel  of  a  raoia  overlooking  Printing 
Houae  fqnare,  yesterday  afternoon,  a 
seciion  of  what  a^ipeared  to  be  walnut 
boar.l 

"That  id  paper  luioliar,"  he  said. 
"You  may  not  be  aware  that  a  prccess 
has  been  invented  for  utilizing  papor 
Dulp  iu  th'-!  mauufn  !ture  of  a  substitute 
for  natiinl  wwd.  A  mill  has  been  erec- 
ted in  a  W.'stcrn  town  for  the  purpose 
of  manufacturing  arlidcial  lumber,  and  a 
nnmbcr  of  capitalists  have  taken  hold 
ofth  matter.  We  are  thoroughly  con. 
vinced  of  the  perfect  pnuticability  61 
paper  lumber  in  the  manufacture  of  all 
ai  tides  at  present  made  from  wood.  It 
iaonly  a.piestion  of  a  very  short  time 
when  paper  lumber  will  come  into  gen- 
eral use.  I  feel  confident  that  it  will 
prove  ranch  ciieapor  tlian  wood,  equally 
as  durable,  and  fully  as  good  for  line 
woru." 

Attention  was  directed  to  several  arfi- 
cles.if  cabinctware  mudeoftli.Mii  terial 
Two  ofthese  were  ordinary  parlor  tables, 
->uo  of  wbi.;h  resembled  tho  peculiar 
mottled  appearance  seen. in  some  choi»-o 
hard  W0O.1.S.  The  surface  of  tho  table 
vras  varoi.-hed  and  hi-:li  polished.  The 
iither  table  was  linislieJ  in  e.xact  imita- 
lion  of  ro.se wood.  A  panel  door  was  al- 
so shown,  the  finish  resombliag  mahog- 
any. A  couple  ol  ladies'  work-boxes, 
made  ;iftpr  an  elegant  p. item  and  high- 
ly tiiiishcl,  were  a'.-:i  exhibited. 

"The  piper  boar.l,"coiiiinned  the  pen- 
tifiian,  "issmceptible  of  the  finest  pol- 
ish, and  will  lake  eny  tint  or  color.    Toe 
lumber  is  n»ade  principal  y  of  the    pulp 
of  wheat,  rye  and  out  elraw,  and  other 
yecetable  fibers,  combined  with  chemical 
iiigrtMijcaifl  an;i  cements.     It  is  lormed 
in  layers  about  one  quarter  of  a  a  inch  in 
thickness,  and  tbepcare  pressed  to-.-etlier 
by  powerful  ncacbinery,  and  thus   ren- 
•lered  as  hard  as  the  hanlest  wood,  be- 
sides   bein-.:   much    more   dense.    The 
boards  are  als  >  ren<lere<l  waterproof    in 
varyiuL'  deirrees,  accordini;  to  the   pur- 
P'jse  for  which  thoy  are  to  be  u-ed.    The 
material  is  as  durable  as  time,  and  can 
l>e  sold  at  a  good  profit  for  almrst  hull 
le-8  than  oidiiiarv  pine  lumber.     It  will 
»ke  any  finish,  and  in  this  respect  alone 
is  kjuhI  to  the  finest  hard  wood.     More- 
over, it  can  tie  marbleized  iu  imitat  on 
0'  any  kind  ol  marbIe,l>otli  in  respect  to 
a  hiuh  degree  of  polish  and  .m  exact  imi- 
tation of  grain.    It  will  not  «arp,    and 
can  be  rendered  perfectly  waterproof  ii 
d.-sired,  thus  nuking  it  suitable  for  the 
conatruction  of  'nirial  caskets.    It  makes 
just  as  8' did  a  surface  as  any  woo.l,  and 
mav  be  mqde  of  the  hardnViss  of  stone.

State  Prison  Muddle  Settled. 

After  several  meetings  and  conferences 
with  the  Northwe.stern  Ctr  company,  the 
inspectors  of  the  state  prison  and  Governor 
Hubbard  acting  under  the  advice  ol  t  e  at 
toruey  general,  on  Friday  the  IHth  decided 
to  take  piompt  action  in  the  r'atterof  re- 
building the  portion  ot  the  S'aie's  property 
destroyed  by  the  recent  fire. 
It  was  dtcided  to  attempt  no  further  com- 
promise with  tbe  company,  but  that  tbe 
state  should  act  yin  its  cwn  account.  It  was 
determined  to  replace  that  portion  of  the 
burned  building  which  was  built  in  ace  ird- 
ance  with  the  terms  of  the  Oitract.  Tois 
buildinfr  is  to  be  three  stories  high,  and  to 
cover  one-half  of  the  site  o'  the  former 
building,  or  OfJx  150  feet.  The  estimated 
cost  is  from  $2U.otiO  to  $25,00'.  This,  the 
inspectors  asaert  will  give  ample 
room  for  working  tbe  convicts  under  tbe 
contract.  1?  ds  will  be  tec  ived  until  Jan. 
•^l.  The  eDKine  bouse,  which  belongs  to 
the  state,  was  also  deniaeed,  but  the  insur- 
ance will  cover  tbe  los-.  The  entire  loss  of 
the  sate  ia  about  $30,003.  The  great  ground 
of  d  fficuliy  between  the  state  and  the  car 
company  was  that  ttje  latter  em- 
ployed between  700  and  800  citiz-fn  laborers 
ia  its  works  within  tbe  pr  son  walls  and  de- 
mand Kulhcient  scc.-mmodation.  Tue  in- 
spectors Oeiy  their  right  to  this,  and  while 
asserting  their  williugnens  to  give  space  to 
100  or  more  citiZMis,  whose  presence  is  nee 
essary  as  skilled  laborers,  they  decidedly 
obJ«ct  10  erecting  eccommodations  for  800 
citizens,  from  whose  work  they  receive  no 
benefit,  in  addition  to  the  3J0  convicts  who 
must  be  provided  for. 

A  Boiler  DL-aster  in  New  Hampshire. 

A  boiler  connected  with  tbe  shoe  manu- 
factory and  Unnery  ef  E.  Y.  &  K.  Wallace 
at  Rochester,  N  H.,  blew  up  this  afternoon, 
causing  the  death  of  four  men  ani  injuring 
Several  others.  The  machinery  was  run  by 
a  120-liorse  power  engine,  with  three  boil- 
ers. This  noon  thCre  was  some  trouble 
with  a  safety-valve,  when  theenf.ineer,  John 
Gfimts,  weighted  it  down  with  bnctt  and 
disconuf  cted  the  middle  boiler.  At  1  o'clock, 
when  work  begun,  it  was  found  that  there 
was  not  sufficient  power  to  drive  the  ma- 
chinery, apd  orders  were  given  to  shut 
down.  About  fineeu  minutes  later  the  dis- 
connected boiler  burs-t  with  a  detonation 
lieard  for  miles.  When  the  debris  was 
cleared  away  toor  oodles  were  discovered. 
The  killed  are:

So,  while  our  de-igns  are  in  bold  relief, 
yet  we  ii.ako  them  low  and  protect  tbein 
as  much  as  po  sible  from  abrasion  and 
wear  by  'throwing  up  the  edge  of  the 
blank,  technically  called  milling." 

"Tne  nianufaciuriii?  of  dies,  or  the 
art  of 'tlie  sinking,  has  leactied  great 
perfection  at  tbe  Pbiladelnhia  mint," 
contini'-d  Mr.  Van  Wyck,  and  all  the 
coinage  dies  for  the  other  mints  aro 
made  at  that  institution.  Tbo  artist  first 
makes  the  design  and  then  a  model  of  it 
ill  wax  three  or  four  time'*  larger  than 
tlie  desired  coin.  From  this  model  an 
•lectrotvpe  is  taken,  and  then  tbe  de- 
sign is  transferred  by  means  of  a  Hill 
engraving  machine  which  work.s  on  tbe 
I>rincipln  of  a  pantograph,  to  a  block  of 
steel  the  size  of  the  com.  Bu',  as  only 
tbe  principal  <le-ign,  siicb  us  the  bead, 
eagle,  orsliie'd.  can  be  thus  transferred, 
the  artist  tills  in  by  band 
the  stars,  date  and  all  surrouiiil- 
iiig  (fetails.  Then,  after  removing  tbe 
ground  on  the  face  of  the  block,  bo 
strikes  from  tbe  block  an  impre'ssioii  in- 
to and  upon  a  second  block.  ThU  sec- 
ond block  is  hardened  and  an  impres- 
sion is  transferred  to  a  tbirtl  similar 
block,  which  we  call  tin  "parent  die" 
or  "master  bub."  and  Irom  which  tbe 
regular  coinage  dies  are  made.  The  im- 
prt'S.iion  on  the  "master  hub"  is  in  re- 
lief or  convex,  while  that  oil  tbe  work- 
ing or  coinage  die  is  in  "intaglio,"  or 
concave. 

"iiut  let  us  see  what  they  are  doing  in 
here,"  6;i'd  tbe  Chief  Clerk  as  be 
stepped  into  the  "Weigh  Houm," 
where  truck  loads  of  silver  wero  being 
weiiilied.  "That  scale  you  Hue  there  is  a 
model  of  accuracy,  and  will  wcitth  from 
ten  ttinusanti  ounces  down  to  the  one- 
tiundretb  of  an  ounce.  This  small  bal- 
ance weiglis  from  twenty  ouiuv  s  down 
to  tbe  one  f!ve-thoti>;aiidth  part  of  a 
grain.  In  fact  we  niu^t  liav  accuracy 
in  this  work,  not  on'v  to  check  our  oper- 
aiion.4.  but  to  mxiiilaiii  the  repiiiation  of 
tliis  oilice,  wl.icb  is  Riich  that  nur  stamp 
uf  weight  anil  finetiesi  pa^^.^fs  current 
in  all  tbe  commercial  centers  of  the 
world."

.covering  nearly  u,o00  acres,  with  a  wall 
built  up  all  aiound  it,  not  a  stone  in 
wbicli  can  be  less  than  KKI  pounds  in 
weigiit,  and  come  as  heavy  as  three 
ton.s,  and  yet  there's  not  a  stone  lo  b^ 
found  within  ten  miles  of  the  lake. 
The  wall  i."  ten  feet  bigli,  about  liiteen 
feel  wide  at  the  bottom,  ami  may  de 
five  on  lop.  riie  country  is  prairie  lantl 
for  miles  arouiui,  except  a  belt  of  heavy 
timber  that  encircles  the  lake.  This 
timiier  is  oak,  and  it  is  plain  that  the 
trei^'S  were  planted  there.  They  are 
very  large.  The  belt  is  probably  ball 
a  mile  wile.  The  water  in  the  lake  is 
twenty-five  feet  deep,  as  cold  a.«  ice  and 
as  clear  as  cryetal.  what  I  would  like 
to  know  is,  who  built  that,  wall,  and 
liow  did  they  bold  the  water  ba<k  while 
building  it?'  And  kow  did  thoy  cart 
these  immense  stones  for  ten  mile.i? 
If  ever  vou  u'o  to  Iowa  don't  fail  to  vis- 
it tbe  Walled  lake.  You'll  find  it  in 
Wright  County,  liio  miles  'roin  Dubuque.

fast  OS  ibey  could,  and  reiu-ed  mercy 
to  cnybody ;  ti  I,  driving  them  down  to 
the  river's  edije,  tbe  desperate  wretches 
sbouid  thro<v  themselves  into  tbe  river, 
where  tbousaiKis  of  them  perished,  es- 
pecially Women  aud  children."  it  is 
difbcti!!  to  rea<l  this  graphic  description 
of  a  stormed  city  without  the  suspicion 
arisini!  in  tbe  mind  that  a  sheer  thirst 
'or  hlwxl  and  love  of  murder  is'*  muc  » 
more  potent  su^tainer  of  war  than  it  is 
tiBU  1  or  agreeable  to  believe.  The  narra- 
tive of  most  victories  bdUoI  taking  cities 
support  this  theory.  At  Brescia,  for 
instance,  taken  by  ilie  French  from  the 
\  eiieliaiis  in  l.-jri,  it  is  saiif 'that  2'M|i,»i 
of  lb  latter  lell  to  only  5u  ol  the  former.

ors in  hirger  amounts  enjoy.  Oov. 
Robinson  spoke  as  a  political  fcconomiit 
as  well^as  a  humane  man  when  he  said: 
"It  is  aUaya  wise  and  salutary  to  devise 
legislation  of  such  a  character  as  will 
reajh  the  humblest  and  poorest  citizen, 
who  has  no  voice  but  his  own  to  present 
his  reeds, no  power  in  combination  with 
ethers  to  emphasize  his  opinions."  The 
garnishee  process  in  Massachusetts  is 
often  a  terror  to  honest  but  poor  people, 
and  it  >s  to  l>e  deprived  of  some  of  its 
terrors  by  weekly  parments  instead  of 
monthly.

AGKICULTUBAL  TOPICS. 


VTbon.  Our  Anoeaton  Probabljr  Got 

It  is  *  bit  of  coincidence  that  the  com- 
et upon  which  Napoleon's  soldiers  gazed 
several  yeara  ago,  when  they  were  mak- ; 

ing  that  dreadful  march  from  Moscow, ' 
which  resulted  in  the  death  from  cold 
and  exposure  of  400,000  men,  shoald  be 
accompanied  on  its  reappearance, with  a 
bitter  cold  spell  of  weather.  When  il 
swept  out  of  sight  the  world  witnessed 
an  unusually  severe  winter.  The  inci- 
dent, as  well  as  the  present  cold  snap, 
recalls  other  severe  winters.  In  Octo- 
ber, 763,  aud  February,  764,  the  deni- 
zens of  the  cities  of  mosque  and  mina- 
rets were  astonished  by  a  cold  spell  ol 
weather  and  the  two  seas  at  CJonstantin- 
ople  were  frozen  over  for  twenty  days 
in  IC6.3  the  Thames  was  frozen  over  for 
fourteen  weeks.  In  14)7  the  cold  was 
80  intense  in  England  that  ail  the  small 
b'rds  perished,  and  in  1433  the  large 
fowl  of  the  air  were  driven  by  the 
terrible  cold  into  the  cities  of  Germany. 

In  1468  the  winter  was  so  severe  m 
Flanders  that  the  wine  distributed  was 
cut  with  hatchets. 

The  year  16->8  was  noted  for  cold  weath- 
er in  Ensrland.  Thoosands  of  forest  and 
shade  trees  were  split  by  frost,  hares 
and  (<tock  perished,  a  line  of  stages  ran 
on  thn  Thames  for  several  weeks  and 
shops  were  built  on  the  ice  in  the  middle 
of  the  Thames. 

In  1810  the  wolves  were  driven  by 
the  cold  into  Vienna,  where  they  at- 
tacked men  and  cattle  on  the  street. 

In  19i0  quicksilver  froze  in  the  ther- 
momet -r  bnlb'^  at  Moscow.  One  ot  the 
most  remarkable  changes  of  temperature 
was  wi  nessed  at  Hornesy  and  Ham- 
mersmith, near  London,  in  1867.  The 
thermometer  was  three  degrees  below 
zero  on  the  4th  of  January  and  seventy- 
two  hours  later  it  had  leaped  to  fifty- 
five  degrees  above  zero. 

With  respect  to  America  some  of  the 
remarkable  cold  spells  were  as  follows: 
In  1730,  and  again  in  1821,  New  York 
harbor  was  frozen  over  so  that  teams 
were  driven  acrosx  the  ice  to  Staten  Is- 
land. The  neighboring  State  of  Indiana 
saw  weather  cold  enu^h  to  congeal  the 
mercury  in  1855.  The  winter  of  I88I 
was  made  memorable  bv  cold  weather. 
On  the  13th  and  26th  days  of  January 
many  deaths  occurred  from  the  intense 
cold,  and  the  residents  of  Mobile  saw 
the  thermometer  sink  to  zero. 

A  record  of  cold  seigea  would  be  im- 
perfect without  amention  of  the  terribly 
sudden  storm  that  swept  over  the  coun- 
try in  1863,  which  has  gone  into  history 
as  the  cold  New  Year's.  A  drayman 
was  frozen  to  death  in  Cmcinnati  while 
driving  alontt  the  street;  a  man  climbing 
a  fence  in  Minnesota  froze  to  death  and 
toppled  over  into  the  snow,  while  the 
loss  of  :iuman  and  animal  lives  in  all 
parts  of  the  country  was  immense.— 
Cleveland  Herald. 


Acrionltoral   Notes. 

Mr,  J.  A.  Bill,  Lyme,  Conn.,  tried  the 
'ten-botxr  system,"  and  says  his  men, 
with  "Bnngtown"  watches  and  heavy 
"gold"  chains,  sat  around  logs  telling 
puns  when  :t  was  seven  o'clock  in  the 
morning.  "The  next  year  he  ran  his 
farm  himself." 

A  farmer  is  mentioned  by  The  Catham 
Conrier  who,  upon  taming  a  horse  into 
the  field,  leads  bim  slong  the  wire  fence 
and  brings  his  nose  a  few  times  in  con- 
tact with  the  barbs.  After  that  exper- 
ience the  intelligent  animals  keep  at 
a  safe  distance,  and  none  have  been  in- 
jured. 

Unless  the  house  be  warm  and  the 
food  wholesome  and  abundant,  the  hens 
will  furnish  very  few  eggs.  The  birds 
enjoy  the  winter  sunshine. 

Some  prefer  to  sell  aU  their  swine  and 
buy  what  "hog  products"  they  desire; 
but  as  a  rule,  it  is  preferable  to  kill  what 
18  needed  at  home,  even  when  not 
necessary,  as  it  ia  on  a  majority  of  farms 
perhaps.  One  then  knows  the  health- 
fulness  and  ()uality  of  what  he  is  eaMng, 
and  with  a  little  experience  and  skill, 
farm  slaugbterine  is  more  economical. 
The  introduction  of  pulleys  and  some 
other  simple  contrivances,  enabling  one 
or  two  men  to  handle  and  dress  a  con- 
siderable number  of  heavy  hogs  in  a  few 
hours,  has,  in  recent  years,  done  away 
with  the  dread  and  much  of  the  impor- 
tance of  "butchering  day."— American 
Agriculturist. 

Professor  S.  Johnson  of  the  Michigan 
Agricultural  College  has  made  many  ex- 
periments with  ensilage  during  the  past 
few  yeara.  He  finds  it  better  to  have 
several  small  silusf  or  divisions,  than 
one  large  one;  that  weighting  with 
stones,  barrels  oi  earth,  etc.,  is  more  sat- 
isfactory than  a  screw;  and  the  silo  is 
one  of  t  e  most  economical  methods  of 
storing  fodder.  Professor  Johnson  finds 
three  tons  of  ensilaee  equal  in  feeding 
value  to  one  ton  of  hay,  and  therefore  a 
fair  crop  of  ensilage  means  the  growing 
of  an  equivalent  to  six  to  ten  tons  of  hay 
per  acre.  Ensilage  is  a  cheap  substitute 
for  roots — but  an  expensive  crop  for  the 
general  farmer.- American  Agricultur- 
ist.

She  was,  and  is  yet,  a  betkitiful 
creature,  an<J  a  young  English  engineer 
engaged  on  one  of  the  big  sugar  planta- 
tions fell  in  love  with  her.  He  was  a 
fine  young  fellow,  and  the  match  was 
approved  by  all  who  had  the  interests 
of  the  two  at  heart,  when  one  day  there 
appeared  on  the  face  of  the  young  girl  a 
blazing  red  spot,  which  spread  from  the 
cheek  to  the  ear,  and  then  developed 
into  tubercles  over  the  n^ck — and  they 
Bai<l  she  was  a  leper.

One  wild 
s  ream  from  her,  and  he  had  dashed  at 
guards  in  a  vain  efibrt  to  rescue  her.  In 
a  few  minutes  he  is  dragged  away  bf  the 
police,  and  she,  in  a  fainting  condition, 
is  carried  to  the  vessel.  All  night  this 
pirl  lay  upon  her  breast  sobbing  and 
juow,  looking  as  wil<l  as  night,  she 
springs  ashore  and  casts  a  look  around. 
Then  she  sees  the  priest  standing  there, 
and  falline  at  his  feet,  clasps  his  knees 
and  cries  lor  help. 

"You  are  ^ood,"  she  says.  "I  love 
him  BO.  He  ie  in  prison.  I  shan't  see 
him  again.  Let  him  come  to  me.  He 
will  come.  We  love  each  other.  I  have 
given  him  everything,  but  he  does  not 
love  me  less  because  1  am  a  leper."

Cooking  Reolpea. 

B.^KED  Sweet  Aitle-s. — Wash  tbem,  do 
not  pare  or  core  them,  set  them  in  the 
oven  in  a  baking  pan  with  a  little  water 
iryit.  and  bake  slowly  for  several  hours. 
When  done  they  will  be  of  a  rich,  dark 
brown  color. 

Oysteb  Omelet. — Add  to  half  a  cup  of 
cream  six  eggs  well  beaten,  season  with 
pepper  and  salt,  pour  into  a  frying  pan, 
having  first  melted  in  it  a  tablespoonful 
of  butter;  drop  in  a  dozen  large  oysters 
out  in  halves  or  chopped  tine  with  pars- 
ley, and  fry  a  light  brown.  Double  it 
over  and  serve  immediately. 

Pressed  Chickkm.— Boil  one  or  two 
chickens  in  a  small  quantit/  of  water, 
salt  to  taste,  and  when  thoroughly  done, 
take  all  the  meat  from  the  bones,  hav- 
ing removed  the  skin;  chop  the  light 
and  dark  meat  separately  and  season  to 
taste.  Put  a  layer  of  light  and  dark 
tceat  alternately  into  a  crock,  till  all  the 
meat  ia  used,  pour  over  it  the  liquor  in 
which  it  was  boiled,  and  put  on  it  a 
small  weight.  When  cold,  cut  in  slices 
and  serve.  Cracker  crusibs  may  be 
mixed  with  th^  meat  if  desired. 

Beeakf.^st  and  Tea  Wakkles. — One 
pint  of  sifted  flour,  milk  enough  to 
make  a  thin  baiter,  about  two-thirds  of 
a  pint,  two  eggs  well  beaten,  a  table- 
spoonful  of  butter  melted  and  a  little 
!  gait.  Mix  milk  and  fiiur  first  to  smooth 
-  paste,  add  salt  and  butler,  lastly  eggs. 
Have  watlle  irons  hot  as  for  griddle 
cakes;  butter  or  grease  them  with  pork. 
Pour  in  enough  batter  to  cover  iron,  put 
the  cover  careful  y  down  uoon  it,  keep 
over  the  fire  about  half  a  minute,  turn 
over  quickly,  leaving  about  same  time. 
Remove,  sprinkle  lightly  with  powdered 
sugar  if  desired;  keep  hot  until  ready  to 
serve. 

A  delicious  hard  sauce  is  made  of  thin 
shavings  of  maple  sugar  mixed  with  but- 
ter. It  is  just  the  thing  for  hot  pud- 
dings. 

If  cayenne  pepper  is  sprinkled  plenti- 
ful'y  in  the  resorts  of  rats,  they  will  re- 
sent the  hospitable  treatment  and  will 
retire  from  the  preoiises. 


CciiMui.  .,iread  upon  the  ground 

has  the  effect  of  aiding  in  the  solntion  of 
mineral  matters  nsed  in  stiffening  the 
stems  of  plants.  If  there  is  already  a 
BufSciency  of  such  matters  in  solutior  in 
the  soil,  an  application  of  salt  will  do  no 
good.  8alt  is  most  efficacious  in  mucky 
ground  and  whenever  there  is  an  excess 
of  organic  matter.  It  is  not  supposed  to 
act  directly  as  food  for  graiu-producing 
plants.  If  it  does  anything  toward  in- 
creasing grain  crops,  it  does  sa  by  wav 
of  stiffening  the  straw  and  keeping  it 
from  lodging.  It  is  a  cheap  product, 
costing  only  about  $5  a  ton  to  produce  it 
in  t)ulk  at  the  works,  and  ought  to  be 
bought  for  a  fair  profit  and  freight  add- 
ed.. Whenever  salt  is  needed  it  often 
pays  many  times  its  cost,  but  there  is  so 
mtich  land  on  which  it  aoes  no  good 
that  it  would  be  imprudent  to  use  it  to 
any  large  extent  without  first  determin- 
ing, in  a  small  way,  whether  it  will  be 
useful  or  not.  As  itsnsefulnesa  depends 
wholly  upon  the  condition  of  the  soil,  no 
specific  value  can  be  fixed  for  it  in  ad- 
vance of  using  it,  as  there  can  for  barn- 
yard manures  and  the  commercial  fer- 
tilizers, nor  oin  it  be  used  as  a  substi- 
tute for  any  of  the  real  fertilizers  or  for 
land  pla.=tter.  It  is  most  freqently  nsed 
for  sowing  on  wheat  in  the  spring, 
which  it  sometimes  greatly  benefits  and 
sometimes  not  at  all.  Its  specific  action 
is  most  marked  upon  the  beet  family. — 
Professor  L.  B.  Arnold.

Roads  That  Need  Reformins^. 

Major  Hugh  T.  Brooks  remarks  that 
the  coat  of  bad  roads  can  never  be  sum- 
med up  till  we  are  able  to  compute  the 
value  of  time,  life,  health  and  happi- 
ness. Part  of  his  tale  of  "frightful 
losses,"  traceable  to  this  source,  we 
quote  from  Rural  Home: 

"Here  are  farmers  going  ten  miles  to 
market  with  forty  bushels  of  wheat 
when  they  might  draw  eighty  with  more 
ease  if  the  roads  were  suitably  graded 
and  prepared— half  the  day  thrown 
away.  A  well  broken  team  will  move 
several  tons  on  a  road  level  smooth  and 
hard.  Here  is  a  valuable  young  horse, 
stuck  in  the  mud;  indiscreetly  urged  he 
takes  issue  witli  his  driver  and  passes 
into  the  category  of  'balky'  animals. 
Here  is  a  span  of  horses  jaded,  spavined 
and  windbroken  by  drawing  loads  over 
steep.  Slippery  and  miry  places.  Here 
are  people  overtaken  by  storms  drag- 
ging slowly  along  through  mud  and 
mire,  immensely  uncomfortable.  Here 
are  invalids  who  started  out  for  health 
delayed  and  damaged  by  the  rough  and 
rutty  ways.  Here  are  persons  going  on 
moonless  midnights  to  minister  to  the 
sick  amf  dying,  themselves  in  imminent 
danger  from  the  protuberances,  pita  and 
precipices  that  line  the  roadsides." 

And  here,  in  conclusion,  are  the  writ- 
er's views  as  to  "wliat  we  ougntto  do 
about  it:" 

"We  should  secure  a  good  grade, 
either  by  passing  around  the  hills  which 
can  often  be  done  witnout  much  in- 
crease of  distance,  or  by  carting  them 
into  the  valleys.  A  steep  bill  on  a  lead- 
ing road,  compelling  teamsters  to  load 
light,  generation  alter  generation,  costs 
ten  times  as  much  as  it  would  cost  to 
grade  it  down.  Sofl  ground  should  be 
turnpiked,  the  road-bed  raisSa  high, 
with  deep  little  dltchesatthe  sides,  hav- 
ing a  free  outlet  for  water,  and  no  scrap- 
ing in  of  sod,  clay  and  muck  afterward. 
Small  stones  and  very  coarse  gravel  at 
least  a  foot  thick  well  rounded  up  and 
covered  with  a  little  fine  gravel  make  a 
good  roadbed,  and  nothi  g  else  will. 
After  pulling  the  road  into  proper 
shape,  don't  tolerate  ruts,  but  hoe  back 
the  gravel  every  few  ilays  till  the  road 
is  smooth  and  well-settled." 


Walks  Between  Farm  Baildin^. 

The  grounds  about  most  farm-houses 
ard  poorly  supplied  with  walks.  Some- 
times there  is  no  way  to  approach  the 
house  from  the  street  or  go  from  the 
house  to  the  well  or  farm  buildings,  ex- 
cept to  travel  over  ground  that  is  cov- 
ered with  turf.  Du'ing  a  large  portion 
of  ti.e  year,  and  especially  in  the  winter, 
it  is  necessary  to  pass  through  mud  or 
snow.  As  a  consequence  damp  feet  are 
among  the  penalties  att.iched  to  passing 
out  of  the  bouse  during  nnp  easant 
weather.  Of  course,  it  is  very  difiicult 
to  keep  the  floors  of  a  dwelling  clean 
when  the  occupants  are  obliged  to  walk 
through  mud  every  time  they  go  out. 
There  should  be  good  walks  leading 
from  the  street  to  the  ent^ance^ 
of  the  house,  and  to  the  well 
and  the  various  out-buildinsta. 
They  not  only  promote  comfort  but  save 
a  large  amount  of  work  in  taking  care  of 
the  hous?.  Very  good  and  serviceable 
walks  may  be  made  by  nailing  plank  to 
scantlings  placed  on  edge.  The  walks 
may  be  froji  two  to  three  feet  wide,  ao- 
cordirg  to  the  width  of  the  planks. 
Walks  constructed  in  th<s  manner  are 
easily  kept  tree  from  snow,  as  they  may 
b'i  swept  off  as  often  as  is  necessarv. 
The  only  objection  to  them  ia  the  diffi- 
culty ia  driving  across  them.  The  diffi- 
culty may  be  obviated  by  raising  the 
drive- way  for  teams  or  by  placiiS;  in- 
ciioed  pUnla    or  timbers  vtKxm  tUk 


Beautifying  the  Home. 

Now  that  the  holidays  are  over  and 
we  will  no  longer  indulge  in  giving  fancy 
work  to  our  friends,  it  is  hoped  that 
most  women  will  have  time  to  do  some- 
thing toward  beautifying  their  own 
homes.  At  least  some  one  nice  piece  of 
needlework  should  be  commenced,  and 
if  possible  be  finished  before  the  spring 
cleaning.  One  very  effective  piece  of 
work  18  this:  Take  a  piece  ot  drab  or 
olive  felt  suitable  for  the  cover  of  a  chair 
cushion  and  another  for' the  back  of  the 
chair;  on  these  have  patterns  stamped. 
The  prettiest  sort  of  decoration  is  that 
in  which  antique  work  and  embroidery 
are  combined,  and  there  are  many  of 
these  wh  cb  are  attractive  and  yet  sre 
not  laborious.  The  framework  of  the 
chair  should  be  low,  and  the  felt  should 
be  bordered  with  plu?h  or  velvet  of  a 
darker  shade.  Another  very  pretty 
piece  of  work  is  the  cover  for  a  sofa  pil- 
low. This  may  be  of  olive  felt  nith  a 
large  spray  of  flowers  in  Kensington  em- 
broidery; have  the  branch  or  stem  start 
at  one  corner.  A  border  and  back  ot 
dark  crimson  velvet  is  all  the  finish  a 
cushion  needs  to  make  it  elegant.  An- 
other cushion  cover  ia  made  by  putting 
a  bias  stripe  of  crimson  velvet  diagonal- 
ly across  the  cushion,  aud  on  each  side 
of  this  put  stripes  made  by  sewing  strips 
of  velvet  or  velvet  ribbon  together — the 
corners  should  be  of  the  plain  velvet, 
and  the  back  also;  put  two  smaU  soft 
tassels  at  each  corner.— N.  Y.  Post. 

l>ecorative  Notes. 

Supper  B.^gs— Large  bags  to  place  slip- 
pers in  for  parties,  or  to  carry  ru  obers 
or  waterproof  to  opera  cr  theater,  are 
made  of  gray,  brown  or  stone  color  with 
a  monog'am  embi'.^idered,  braided  or 
outlined  in  the  center. 

Comb  Casks — Cases  for  brushes,  combs 
and  sponges  are  not  hard  to  make,  and 
useful  in  protecting  them  from  dust. 
Brush  broom  cases  ornamented  with  ap- 
plique work,  or  with  a  mouojrrain 
worked  in  silk,  or  with  a  tj[|]Lch  of  flow- 
ers are  very  pretty.  '?«t 

Window  CitBTALvs— Very  pretty  and 
inexpensive  curtains  can  be  made  of 
cheese  cloth,  and  the  materials  reouired 
lor  an  ordinary-sized  window  cost  only 
$1.5U.  They  can  be  made  wi  h  or  with- 
out a  border,  and  are  pretty  eitbei 
way. 

Should  the  border  not  be  used,  turn 
a  hem  three  inches  wide  down  the 
front,  and  across  the  bottom  of  the 
curtain.  This  should  be  caught  down 
with  herring-bone  stitch  in  gold-colored 
silk. 

The  curtain  is  then  embroidere<)  over 
with  Tine-*,  double  rings  may  be  called, 
executed  in  chain  stitch  with  embroid- 
ery Bilk. 

in  each  set  of  rings  there  should  be 
one  of  gold  silk,  the  other  of  different 
color,  such  as  gold  and  blue,  gold  and 
cardinal,  goM  and  green.  Brown  will 
also  contrast  prettily  with  gold.  Crewels 
may  be  used  instead  of  silk,  although  in 
that  case  the  embroidery  wiil  present  a 
heavier  appearance. 

They  can  be  hung  on  poles  or  cor- 
nices, which  ever  may  be  most  conven- 
ient, although  poles  are  almost  invariably 
used. 

The  curtains  are  very  pretty  if  made 
with  a  border  of  darned  work,  and,  for 
design,  sprays  of  autumn  leaves  can  be 
arranged  with  uood  effect,  embroidering 
each  spray  with  different  colored  silks, 
cardinal,  gold,  brown  and  green.  Draw 
the  stitches  from  point  to  stem  of  the 
leaf,  aud  then  daan  back  and  forth 
through  the  silk  stitches  only  from  side 
to  side  of  each  leaf,  as  in  darning  a  stock- 
ing, but  do  not  let  the  st  tches  sew 
through  the  material.  Then  outline 
each  leaf  round  the  edge  with  the  same 
color  in  chain-stitch.  This  shows  each 
lesf  in  solid  color  on  the  light  ground. 

A  straight  line  of  herring-bone  ^tch 
on  the  inside  of  the  border,  dividing 
it      from        the         groundwork  of 

the  curtain,  gives  a  pretty 
finish.  They  have  somewhat  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  Madras  curtains  now  so 
much  used,  and  as  the  work  is  not  at  all 
difiicult,  one  feels  well  repaid  when  the 
pretty  drapery  is  hung   at  the  windows. 

CATtuiAi,L.s.— ftetty  catchalls  are  made 
of  paper  fans,  with  the  rivet  whieh 
holds  the  sticks  together  withdrawn  and 
a  cord  substituted.  The  fan  is  drawn 
together  and  one  stick  lapped  upon  the 
other  and  fastened,  thus  making  a  cone- 
shaped  receptacle.  A  cornucopia  of 
coarse,  strong  paper  is  fitted  into  this, 
and  ribbon  passed  in  and  out  between 
the  sticks  form  bows  in  front.  A  ribbon 
loop  is  attached  by  which  to  suspenJ 
the  catchall.

An  Imraen.se  Vineyard. 

From  the  San  Francisco  Call. 

In  the  immense  vineyard  of  Governoi 
Stamford  at  Vina  there  are,  at  present, 
10,000  acres  plantel  in  grapevines  of 
different  varieties,  the  greater  portion  ol 
which  are  young,  an  1  as  yet  have 
not  been  productive.  The  old  Gerke 
vineyard,  which  forms  '  the  nucleus, 
covers  a  space  of  seventy-five  acres;  to 
this,  1,000  acres  of  young  vines  wert- 
added  in  1882,  and  I, -500  acres  in  1883. 
They  are  all  very  thrifty,  and  form  a 
beautiful  sight  when  viewed  from  nny 
direcliin.  The  irrigation  of  this  vine- 
yard is,  perhnps,  the  most  complete  in 
"the  wo-la.  At  regular  intervals  through 
the  vinjyard  avenues  are  cuts  which  ar** 
forty  feet  in  width;  through  these  ave- 
nues are  run  irrigating  ditches, 
with  a  driveway  on  eacli 
side.  The  blocks  thus 

formed  by  the  irrigating  ditches  are 
about  fifty  yards  wide,  but  extend  a 
i^nat  length,  and  coi.tain  abont  I0<) 
acres  each.  In  this  way  the  system  of 
irrigation  is  made  complete,  and  all  the 
land  receives  an  equal  proportion  o, 
water.  Every  two  of  these  blocks  are 
planted  to  a  different  variety  of  grapes. 
The  main  ditches  run  ea^  aud  we.'^t 
across  the  field,  and  where  the  field  i- 
tiuevon  intersectin;  ditches  are  mad <• 
In  some  cases  it  has  been  necessary  to 
couBtruct  flumes  to  carry  the  water  ovei 
lower  lands.  A  flume  1  .SOU  feet  long  ba^ 
been  built  to  carry  water  over  Ibealfali^ 
fields.  Besides  the  10,000  acres  planter 
in  vines,  the  governor  owns  10,000  acre^ 
more  ttian  he  has  1  ately  acqured  by 
purchase.  He  is  conteoa plating,  howev- 
er, extending  his  vineyard,  iQakiDg  ii«w 
I  ftddmoiiS  tDtt  Mcb  jwt.

ANECDOTES  OF  THE  WAR. 


lAercatiofc    Recollections     of  Hcott, 
Lee,  Lincoln  and  Stanton. 

Prom  tbe  Cincinnati  Co.iim"rcial  Gazette. 

Ex-Adjutant  Gen.  E.  D.  Townsend  now 
on  the  retired  list,  was  one  of  the  most 
active  and  trusted  officers  at  Washing- 
ton during  the  war.  His  position  placed 
bim  in  almost  daily  contact  with  the 
president,  the  general-in-chief,  when  in 
Washington,  and  tlie  secretary  of  war, 
and  he  saw  how  the  rulers  of  the  coun- 
try labored  with  wci>;hty  problems  be- 
fore reaching  otlicial  decisions,  tlis  new 
book,  "Anecdotes  of  the  Civil  Warm 
the  United  Slates,"  just  published  by 
D.  Appleton  &  Co.,  has  many  historical 
as  well  as  entertainiag  qualities.  The 
general  writes  thePe  recollections  in  a 
quiet,  pleasant  vein,  and  with  evident 
close  attention  to  facts.  The 
book  is  not  mado  up  of  ecranpy  anec- 
dotes, but  is  rather  a  recital  of  important 
state  proceed ing.^  and  events  in  Wash- 
ington, with  incidents  ultendiiig  them' 
It  IS  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  Gen. 
Townsend  docs  not  violate  any  confi- 
dences. He  has  many  intcrestim^  things 
to  say  of  Kucfianan,  Lincoln,  bcott,  Mo- 
Clellan,  Halleck,  ^^tanton  and  scores  of 
others  prominent  in  the  war. 

In  tl  e  fall  of  IStio  he  was  one  of  a  party 
of  twelve  or  fourteen  who  dined  Aiih 
President  Buchanan  at  the  Soldiers' 
Home.  Conversation  turned  on  the 
probable  secession  ofthe.-»oifthfrn  states. 
Mr.  Buchanan  sttid  little  until  Massu- 
chusetts  was  mentioued,  when  ho  re- 
marked, with  considerable  warmth:  "I 
wish  Mss-'iii-lmselts  would  secede;  she  is 

E radically  already  out  of  tli«  Union  by 
er  action  in  the  fugitive  slave 
matter."  G»n.  Townsend  dons  no?, 
give  much  space  to  Ruchat'tin,  though 
acknowledging  hi.s  kindly  social  impulses 
Tlie  uiiflitit'biiig  loyalty  and  high-minded 
patriotism  of  Gen.  Wintield  .'^cott  were 
perfectly  well  known  to  Gen.  Townsend 
who  was  on  Kcoll's  staff  untik  the  vener- 
able soldier  was  succeeded  by  McCleilaii 
Gen.  Townsend  was  present  when  Col. 
Robt.  E.  Lee  had  bis  final  interviewwith 
Scott,  April  19,  1801.  Scott  had  written 
to  iJeo  th  t  he  wished  to  see  hiiu 
When  Lee  came  in  (writes  Townsend), 
I  was  alone  in  tbe  rtom  with  Gen.  Scott, 
and  tbe  door  to  the  aides'  room  was 
close.  I  quietly  arose,  keeping  my  eye 
on  the  general,  for  it  seemed  probable 
he  might  wish  to  be  alone  villi  Lee. 
He,  however,  secretly  mentioned  me 
to  keep  my  sejt,  and  1  sat  down  with- 
out Lt-o  having  a  chance  to  notice  that  I 
had  rizen.  The  Gener  1  having  invite>t 
Lee  to  be  seated,  the  following  conversa- 
tion, as  nearly  as  I  can  remember,  took 
place: 

Gen.  Scott.  You  are  at  present  on 
leave  <>f absence.  Col.  Lee? 

Col.  Lee.  Yes,  General,  1  am  Bta7ing 
with  my  family  at  Arliugtoa. 

Gen.  Scott.  These  are  times  when 
every  officer  in  the  U.iited  iitatea  should 
fully  determine  what  course  he  will 
pursue,  and  frauklv  declare  il.  No  one 
should  continue  in  Goverumenl  employ 
without  being  actively  engaged.  [No  re- 
sponse fioiu  Lee.] 

Gen.  Scott  [seeing  evidently  that  I^e 
showed  no  disposition  to  declare  iiim- 
self  loyal,  or  even  in  doubt].  I  suppose 
you  will  go  with  the  rest.  If  you  pur- 
pose to  resign,  it  is  proper  you  should 
d»  so  at  once;  your  present  attitude  is 
an  equivocal  one. 

Col.  I^ee.  General,  the  property  be- 
longing to  my  children,  all  they  possess, 
lies  in  Virginia-  They  will  be  ruined  if 
they  do  not  go  with  their  State.  I  can 
not  raise  my  hand  against  luv  children. 

Gen.  Scott  then  signified  that  be  had 
nothing  further  to  sav,  and  Col.  l.«e 
withdrew.  The  next  day.  April  20,  18(jl, 
he  tendered  his  resignation,  and  it  was 
accepted  the  2.'»th.  <jcn.  Scott  made  no 
remark  upon  the  subject,  but  he  was 
evidently  much  grieved  at  thus  parting 
with  a  man  of  whom  be  had  been  just- 
ly prouti,  and  for  whom  tie  had 
cherished  the  highest  personal  regard. 
It  was  probably  near  the  same  day  as 
the  interview  with  Gen.  Scott,  that  the 
foilowing  incident,  related  to  me  t^y  the 
late  Col.  Shiras,  occurred.  Shiras  was 
in  the  office  of  Adjt.  Gen.  L.  Thomas 
when  Col.  Lee  cauie  in  there.  Standing 
on  the  side  of  tbe  table  opposite  where 
Thomas  was  sitting,  Lee  said:  "Gen. 
Thomas,  I  am  told  you  have  said  I  was 
a  traitor."  Thomas  arose  and  looking 
him  in  the  eye,  replied:  "I  have  said 
so;  do  you  wish  to  knov.'  on  what  an- 
thority?'^  " J'es,"  said  Lee.  "Well,  on 
the  authority  of  Gen.  Scott!"  Lee  mut- 
tered, "There  must  be  some  mistake," 
and  left  the  room. 

Gen.  Townsend  saw  much  of  Mr. 
Lincoln,  and  gives  a  number  of  the 
pointed  stories  used  as  illustrations 
by  the  war  President.  "An  old  friend 
of  Mr.  Lincoln  was  conversing  with  the 
Prei^ident  at  a  time  during  the  war 
when  things  looked  very  dark.  On 
taking  his  leave  he  asked  the  President 
what  be  should  say  to  their  friend  s  in 
Kentucky  what  cheering  news  he  <  ould 
give  bim.  Mr.  Lincoln  replied:  "That 
reminds  me  of  a  man  who  prided  him- 
self greatly  on  his  game  of  chess,  hav- 
ing seldom  been  beaten  He  tieard  of 
a  machine  called  the  automaton  chess- 
player, which  was  beating  every  one 
who  played  against  it.  So  be  went  to 
try  bis  skill  with  the  machine.  He  lost 
;be  first  game,  so  with  the  second  and 
tbe  third.  Then  rising  in  astonishment 
from  his  seat,  he  walked  around  the 
machine,  and  looked  at  it  a  few  minates. 
Then  stopping  and  pointing  at  it  he  ex- 
claimed. "1'bere  is  a  man  in  there." 
Tell  my  friends,"  said  Mr.  Lincoln, 
drawing  himself  up  to  his  full  height, 
"there  is  a  man  iu  there." 

Gen.  Townsend's  reminiscences  of 
Becretaty  Stanton  are  quite  extended. 
Fne  following  are  quotations;  "Mr. 
6  antnn  entered  upon  the  duties  of 
Secretary  of  War  with  a  due  appreciation 
of  their  difificulties  and  responsibilities. 
He  w  8  beset  by  persons  wlio  had  'axes 
to  grind,'  and  some  of  them  were  not 
scnipluous  as  to  the  meacb  of  gaining 
their  end.  He  found  that  a  determined 
will  would  often  alone  enable  him  to 
surmount  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the 
public  service.  This,  added  to  the  nerv- 
ous irritability  which  infallibly  attends 
overwork,  sometimes  made  him  arbit- 
rary and  offensive  in  his  manners.  But 
I  always  found  bim  ready  to  make 
amends  when  in  the  wrong — if  not  direct- 
ly by  apology,  yet  by  some  exceedingly 
kind  act  wbich  more  than  atoned  for 
his  hasty  words.  He  confirmed  this  im- 
pression vhen  about  to  take  final  leave 
of  the  War  Department  by  saying  to 
ifie  that  the  on!y  regret  he  felt  in  sever- 
ing official  relations  with  the  officers 
who,  under  bis  administration  of  tbe 
War  Department,  bad  so  laithfally  and 
intelligently  served  the  countiy,  was 
that  sometimes  when  racked  in  body 
and  mindbe  liad  not  been  able  t)  control 
himself,  and  had  addressed  laognase 
to  tbem  which  he  afterwards  rcttretted. 

Sideed,  he  had  often  r*miodea  me  of

*  meiitiQ  cirola.  where  he  vm  Corced  *o

your  shoe.'  Fhis Thoofht  tmen  enabled 
me  to  refrain  from  •  sharp  answer, 
when  it  wonld  have  done  more  harm 
than  good  Yet  I  did  not  aUays 
take  an  nnmerited        rebuke 

quietly.  He         «?nt     down      (or 

me  one  day  to  go  to  his  room  in  the  de- 
partment. I  fonnd  him  aloae.  pacing 
the  floor.  He  asked  me  rather  sternly 
why  I  had  done  a  certain  thin,<  that  hnd 
jnst  come  to  his  knowledge.  I  gave  himl 
my  reasons.  Said  be:  'You  wera 
wrong;  you  oogbt  not  tohave  doaetnr 
such  thing.'  As  I  differed  from  hini  T 
made  no  sort  of  reply.  Then  be  asked 
me  why  I  had  not  done  something  else 
instead.  I  told  him  why,  briefly  ex- 
plaining the  circumstances.  He  Slid  IU 
a  milder  tone,  that  he  did  not  agrte 
with  me.  To  this  I  m»de  no  reply.  Then 
iM  asked,  'Don't  yon  think  you  were 
wrong?'  I  said,  very  delioeratalv  aud 
positively:  'No.  Mr.  Secretary,  I  do  not 
think  I  was  wrong,  and  moreover.  I 
mav  as  well  add.  once  for  all.  that  n.y 
best  judgment  aud  ability  were  u:i- 
formly  exerted  to  foresee  what  may  re- 
quire to  be  done,  and  to  do  it  as 
wed  as  possible.  If  I  fail,  it  is 
not  from  want  of  endeavor; 
and  when  you  find  fault,  as  you  soine- 
times  do,  it  cannot  quicken  m0  to  great- 
er care  and  exertion,  but  only  makes 
nie  indi:  erent  whether  I  pleast.-  you  or 
not.'  He  said  quietly, 'I  rebuke  whom 
I  please.'  'Yes  sir.'  said  I.  Having  wa  t- 
ed  some  time,  and  finding  be  said  noth- 
ing more,  but  continued  walking  up  ar.d 
down  in  deep  thought:  I  asked  him  if 
he  wished  anything  further.  He  said: 
'No,' and  I  withdrew.  Half  an  liour  tif- 
ler  the  messenger  summoned  me  to  his 
room  ngaiu.  I  thought  it  quite  probable' 
he  would  do  as  he  did  with  a  formerj 
chief  of  a  bureau  who  got  angry  at  thei 
way  Mr.  Stanton  spoke  to  him,  aud  re-l 
seut'-d  it  by  saying  lie  would  not  allow 
any  man  to  address  to  him  such  lan- 
guage. It  was  at  tWe  beginning  of  his  a  1- 
miuistratiou,  and  tbe  Secret. iiy  afseited 
hi'*  authority  by  orderinc  the  refractory 
chiet  to  a  remote  city  and  never' 
afterward  allowing  biin' 

to  return  to  duty.  But  I  had  taken  my, 
stand  delit)eratelr  and  meaut  to  itiain-; 
tain  it.  The  secretary  was  s'ill  alone; 
and  standing  by  hi*  high  tabe.  Beck-j 
ouing  to  mo  witii  bis  finger  in  a  pleas-siit^ 
way,  be  put  his  arm  around  my  tboul-j 
der  and  drew  my  head  close  to  his.  wlieni 
he  whispered  to  me  a  very  importinti 
secret,  which  it  was  not  at  all  iiecea*irvi 
I  sh  u]d  know.  He  had  weighed  ail  Ij 
i>ad  said,  found  I  was  right  and  look 
this  method  of  showing  rae  extraonli-j 
nary  confidt  nee  bv  way  of  acknowledg- 
ment. This  course  which  the  secretary 
pursued  more  thau  once,  fuliy  accom- 
plished bis  generous  purpose  without 
buhjecting  him  to  a  direct  confession 
of  wrong,  which  ho  thoucht 
might  weaken  his  iufluenco.  Hekiiu.v 
that  1  well  undurstood  so.  In  moments 
of  leisure  ho  would  often  send  for  n.e, 
and  io  the  most  pleasant  manner  inquire 
at)Oul  my  business,  to  inform  himself  of 
what  was  going  on,  and  then  con ver:»e 
generally  ou  topics  requiring  considcrH- 
liou.  In  this  way  he  maintained  a  kuIU- 
cient  knowledge  of  thiiig-i  he  might  have 
to  act  upon,  and  broko  iii  iit>on  the 
headlong  current  tif  events  which 
neemod  to  causo  everytliiug  to  l)e  ao:ie 
ill  a  hurry. 

"The  absurd  and  malicious  tale  that 
Station  took  his  own  life  was  forever 
refined  by  the  letter  of  Sur.{eon  Gon.

U  bat  H  meagre  sum!  How  small  it 
sounus  to  tbe  ear  of  anEngUsbmanl  In 
landed  property  alone  the  Duke  of 
Denvonshire  lias  a  fortune  which 
amonnts  to  about  £8,000,000.  which 
means  20(1,000,000  francs.  Ho  is  one  of 
the  richest  of  tbe  peers  of  Eugland,  but 
there  are  many  richer  than  be. 
The  Dake  of  Westminister,  for  instance, 
whose  fortune  is  something  int^redible. 
Tbe  word  nobleman  in  Engiish  is  almost 
synonomous  with  rich  men.

Forest  and  Stream. — It  is  becoming  a 
great  shame  that  even  the  non-edible 
sea  and  shore  birds  along  our  coast  are 
killed  in  great  cjaantitiei.  The  prevail- 
ing rage  for  stuffed  birds  for  hat  ornamen- 
tation lias  placed  a  value  on  everything 
that  flies.  Especially  are  the  gulls  and 
terns  persecuted.  Last  summer  two 
taxidermists  settled  themselves  at  Long 
Branch,  ^.  J.— one  at  the  Barnegat  Inlet 
end.  and  the  other  at  the  Beach  Haven 
point— and  were  kept  busy  the  whole 
summer  and  a  part  of  the  autumn  skin- 
ning and  mounting  birds.  Fifteen  cents 
apiece  was  given  for  terns,  ten  cents  for 
strand  snipe — in  fact  everything  was 
bought  Several  market  gunners  made 
"good  wages"  the  whole  season,  and 
fonnd  it  more  profitable  to  give  up  their 
boats  and  attend  to  tbe  new  basiness .  I 
learned  from  reliable  sources  that  one 
shooter  shipped  to  New  York  f'yt  *orth 
of  terns  in  one  week  The  consequence 
was  that  long  before  the  season  was  over, 
the  gulls  and  terns,  which  ordinarily 
could  be  easily  approached,  >«>came  very 
shy  and  seldom  came  near  the  beach. 
Even  the  nesting  places  of  the  birds  on 
the  islands  in  the  bay  were  sought  out, 
and  tbe  half-feathered  yoang  were  se- 
cured and  sold.

RISEN  FKOM   THE   DEAD. 


Louis    onicial 
He  Saw  Klled 


A  Well  Known  St. 
Heard  Frain  a  Man 
Twenty  Years  Ago. 

From  tho  St.  Louis  Globe-Democrat. 

Just  twenty  years  ago  to-day  the 
Thirtv-seventh  Virginia  Regiment,  un- 
der Col.  Bob.  Claiborne,  now  Prosecu- 
ting Attorney  of  the  St.  Louis  Court  ol 
Criminal  Correction,  sallied  forth 
from  Moorhead,  Va.,  to  meet  that  holy 
terror  of  all  (k)nfedrate9,  the  celebrated 
"Stoneman  Brigade."  Gen.  Stoneman 
was  on  his  famous  raid,  the  object  ol 
which  was  to  astail  Leo's  army  in  the 
rear,  while  the  Army  ot  the  Potomac 
attached  him  in  front.  He  had  already 
met  and  wliipped  halT-a-dozen  bands  of 
rebels,  and  Col.  Claiborne's  regim^mt 
was  the  most  formidable  antagonist  ho 
had  yet  encountered.  Tho  engagement 
was  not  an  important  one.  and  Purvis' 
"Record  of  the  Reballion"  is  the  only 
hist  ryofthe  war  which  mentions  it. 
But  it  was  remarkable  for  ttie  daring 
oravory  of  two  men,  who  proved  thorn- 
Selves  the  only  true  soldiers  out  of  a 
whole  company.  In  the  early  part  ofthe 
day  (^y\.  Claiborne's  regiment  was,  with 
the  exception  of  one  company,  t>earing 
the  whole  brunt  of  Stoneman's  terrific; 
onslaughts,  ry  threa  o'clock  in  the  af- 
ternoon the  fine  body  of  men  which 
that  morning  formed  theThirtv-seventh 
regiment  had  been  reduced  to  a  mere 
handful.  They  had  been  decimated 
again  and  aga'n.  One  more  attack  and 
not  a  soul  would  have  been  left.  With 
the  best  of  their  men  either  killed  or 
wounded,  and  the  balance  rea<ly  to  suc- 
cumb with  fatigue  and  wounftp,  there 
seemed  no  possibility  of  escape  for  any 
one.  But  Biidrienly  the  missing  com- 
pany appeared  on  tho  field,  and  though, 
even  with  the  re-enforcemonls,  the 
fiiht  was  hopeless,  a  shout  ol  relief  went 
u[>  from  tho  wearied  and  bleeding  sur- 
vivors. There  was  only  one  clmnce  lor 
them,  and  their  commander  was  quick 
to  see  it.  In  a  flash  he  had  leaped  from 
his  horse,  an'l,  calling  on  the  new  ar- 
rivals, he  shouted: 

"Every  man  dismount  and  follow 
me!" 

But  at  that  moment  the  blue  coats  of 
Stoneman's  brigade  appeared  over  the 
crest  of  the  hi'l  in  front,  and  tho  cheers 
ofthe  Union  soldiers  were  rim/ing  iu 
the  ears  of  the  conf-derates.  In  vain 
did  their  colonel  try  to  rally  them  and 
urae  them  on.  Tho  Holid  line  of  steel 
in  front  was  too  aopallinBr,  and  almost  to 
a  man  thev  broke  ana  fled.  A  second 
later  and'Col.  Claiborne  found  himself 
deserted  by  ail  his  men  but  one.  That 
man  was  a  rough  backwoodsman  from 
North  Carolina,  whom  he  had,  tut  a 
sliort  time  before,  taken  Irom  the  ranks 
and  promoted  to  a  captaincy  for  brave 
nnd  durinsr  conduct  ou  tin  battle-field. 
His  name  was  Roberts,  and  as  he  pre-'Se d 
close  beside  his  commanding  officer  ha 
shouted:  "I'll  stay  by  you,  Colonel,  if 
I  lose  every  druo  ofblood  in  my  body." 
Tiie  words  were  hardly  out  of  his  mouth 
be'ore  ho  tell  full  lenl'th  on  the  ground 
with  a  rifle-ball  through  his  cheat. 

The  next  moment  Col.  Claiborne  was 
surrounded  by  tho  boys  in  b  ue  andcap- 
turetl.  lie  a'terviard  reported  to  the 
Confederate  Govern  nent  the  death  of 
Capt.  Roberts,  and  from  that  day  until 
yesterday,  exactly  twenty  years,  he  has 
heard  nothing  of  the  man  who  aided 
him  in  hisch  rge  on  Stoneman's  brigade. 
Yesterday  morning  Col.  Glailjorne, 
while  looking  over  his  letters,  came  to 
one  with  the  postmark  "Raleidi.  N.  C," 
adtlressed  in  lead  pencil  to  Mnj.  G.  R, 
Cla' borne,  fcit.  Louis.  On  opening  it  tho 
first  thing  he  saw  was  th-  name  Capt.  T. 
B.  Roberts.  Jumping  to  his  leet  he  ex- 
claimed to  a  bystai.der:  "My  God,  I 
have  got  a  letter  from  the  dead.  I  saw 
this  man  shot  and  kflled  with  my  own 
eves  at  the  battle  of  Morehead,  Dec.  31, 
1865,  and  here  is  his  writing  to  me." 

1  he  letter,  however,  explained  how 
Oapt.  Roberts  escaped,  and  as  all  the 
circumstances  are  so  remarkable,  it  is 
produced  here  verbatim: 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  Dec.  oG.— Maj.  Clai- 
borne: 1  have  been  trying  to  find  out 
your  address  ever  since  the  war;  have 
asked  hundreds  of  pe>pe  about  it.  and 
have  only  just  succeeded.  1  boiieve  I 
would  rather  see  you  than  any  other 
man  on  God  Almighty's  earth.  Do  you 
rememlier  when  you  rode  up  to  me  at 
the  ba.tle  of  Orange  Court-hou-fe?  I  was 
only  a  tarhcel  soldier  before  that,  but 
when  you  done  what  you  did  I  would 
have  died  tor  you.  Then  do  you  re- 
member the  fight  at  Morehead,  when 
you  and  I  starte<l  alone  to  charge 
Stoneman's  brigade?  I  tell  vou  that  fel- 
low Stoneman  was  the  worst  cuss  in  the 
whole  Yankee  army    for  us    fellows  to 

tackle.      Bit    that    d company    of 

mine.    Wan'ty  the    the    meanest,  most 

cowardly of you     ever    saw?       I 

tell  yoa  they  were  the  worst  God  Al- 
mighly  ever  had  a  hand  in  making.  No 
decent  man  would  have  run  off  and  left 
you  in  the  lurch  the  way  thev  did.

.scrimmage  at  Morehead,  and  never  did 
know  now  it  all  turned  out,  but  long  af- 
ter you  had  all  gone  I  came  to  and  found 
a  boss  there  and  managed  to  get  on  to 
him  and  ride  until  I  found  some  friends 
who  took  care  of  me  and  brought  me  out 
O.K.

Messrs.  Editors:  The  upper  portion  of 
Vermont  is  one  of  the  pleasantest  regions 
in  America  during  the  summer  and  one  of 
thebleakest  during  the  winter.  It  affords 
ample  opportunity  for  the  tourist,  provi- 
ding ho  chooses  the  proper  season,  bat 
the  present  time  is  not  that  season.  Still 
there  are  men  and  women  here  who  not 
only  endure  the  climaie,  but  praise  itan- 
3tintingiy,  and  that  too  in  the  face  of  phy- 
sical hardships  ttie  most  ii^tense.  The 
writer  heard  of  a  striking  illustration  of 
this  a  few  days  since  which  is  given  here- 
with : 

Mr.  Joseph  Jacques  is  connected  with 
the  Vermont  Central  railroad  in  the  ca- 
paciiy  of  master  mason.  He  is  well  ad- 
vanced in  years,  with  a  ruddy  complex- 
ion and  hale  appearance,  while  his  gen- 
eral bearing  is  suc.i  as  to  instantly  im- 
press one  with  his  strict  honor  and  in- 
tegrity. Several  years  ago  he  became  af- 
flicted with  the  most  distressing  troubles, 
which  prevented  the  prosecution  of  his 
duties.  Ue  wa-i  languid, and  yet  restless, 
while  at  times  a  dizziness  would  come 
over  him  which  seemed  almost  blinding, 
ills  will  power  was  strong,  and  he  de- 
termined not  to  give  way  to  the  myster- 
ious influence'  which  seemed  undermin- 
ing his  life.  But  the  pain  and  annoying 
syuiptooBS  were  atronger  than  his  will, 
and  he  kept  growii  g  gradually  worse. 
About  that  time  he  began  to  notice  a  dif- 
ficulty in  drawing  on  his  boots,  and  it  was 
by  the  greatest  etfort  that  he  was  able  to 
force  his  fee»into  them.  In  this  manner 
several  weeks  pas-sed  by,  until  finally  one 
night,  while  in  great  agony,  he  discov- 
ered that  his  feet  had,  in  a  short  while, 
swollen  to  enormous  pioportions.  The 
balance  ofthe  narrative  can  best  l)e  des- 
cribed in  his  own  words.    He  said:
